are secondary causes, all of which combined are powerless without the first 
essential, tle provision of the seed. Yet the seed itself will come to nothin 
unless it meets with the secopdary causes named. If sown on dry ground it 
withers away, if exposed to excess of water it rots, and so on, so that we require 
not only a seed as a condition sine gud non, but a host of other causes to bring 
this seed to its culmination of bearing fruit an hundredfold. This analo 
_applies exactly to the development of aan number of diseases. They depen’ 
ona specific cause, which may be comp to a seed; but this cannot grow 
unless the conditions of its environment are such as to furnish a soil in which 
it can flourish. In many cases, such as anthrax, tuberculosis, splenic fever, 
apipelen, &ce., this seed or has been isolated and demonstrated. In 
ers, such as enteric fever, cholera, leprosy, and tetanus, the evidence, though 
sufficient to satisfy many, cannot as yet be said to have been completely accepted 
‘by the profession. In others in, the specific cause has not yet been 
demonstrated ; yet there is no doubt whatever that it exists. Take small-pox 
for instance. Everybody knows that a drop of matter from a small-pox 
postule will give small-pox if inoculated under the skin of an unprotected 
person, A drop of ordinary pus will have no such effect. Yet the specific 
eS small-pox cannot be distinguished chemically, microscopically, or 
iologically from ordinary pus. Measles, typhus fever, and other so- 
called zymotic diseases are all due to specific causes which have not yet 
been iso ‘ os, an be is another, and it is now announced that Dr. Kitasato 
of Japan has succeeded in isolating its bacillus at Hongkong. None of these 
i can originate de novo. If the seed is not there, no amount of favour- 
able secondary causes will produce them. Measles was unknown in the Fiji 
Islands till introduced by an imported case, when 20,000 persons perished. 

8. It is now generally accepted by the medical profession that malaria 
is duo to a specific cause, though some are not prepared to admit that it has 
as yet been demonstrated. The researches, however, of Laveran in Algeria, 
: iafava and Celli in Rome, Patrick Manson in China and elsewhere, 
Vandyke Carter in Bombay, Olser in Baltimore, Kaufmann at Ismalia and 
Cairo, Crombie in Calcutta, Councilman and others go to show that it is due 
to a specific bacillus (or rather plasmodium) present in the blood corpuscles. 
Whether this be true or not,—and bacteriology, though the latest of the 
medical sciences, is already so encyclopedic that medical men engaged in 
active practice have to: accept or ae the conclusions of bacteriologists to a 
large extent on trust,—the consensus of medical opinion is, as I have stated, 
that malaria is due to some specific cause, and that in the absence of that cause 
neither poverty, nor exposure, nor chill, nor dampness from deficient drainage 
will produce it. “Given the germ, however, all these act as powerful secondary 
causes in oting its growth and extension. 

9. We know that poor, badly kept seed will produce a poor crop; well- 
selected and carefully-kept seed a good crop. We know also that the inherent 
activity of the 8 of disease may be lessened or increased under certain 
conditions, and this has no doubt a distinct, though ill-defined, relation to the 
prying severity of epidemics. We know also that as the ultimate result of a 
field sown with ten seed depends on the many secondary conditions already 

alluded to, so the result of the implantation of the seeds of disease will depend 
entirely on the conditions they meet with. If they find a congenial soil, they 
will flourish, the result being an epidemic; if they find no such soil, they also 
will wither away. 

10. There can be no manner of doubt that one of the most favourable 
conditions for intensifying the malarial germ (whatever it may be) is a 

marshy and water-lo soil. But it is now generally recognised that 
such a soil will not generate fever unless the specific cause is there, and this 
accounts for the absence of fever in many such places. There is also no 
ie 8 mare hepa fever ails in such localities, thorough drainage 
is the only efficient remedy. England affords an excellent illustration of 
both these points. "In the days of the Tudors ague was prevalent all over 
ountry, then sparsely peopled and cultivated, but especially so in the 

nm counties, which are very flat, {marshy, and water-logged. With 














increased cultivation and ntproved drainage ague pally om except 
from the eastern counties, which were not thoroughly dramed” re d aingels 
century: The disease has now, however, all but ‘disappeared, and only crs 
here and there in a few marshy places which have not ao affecte ee pha 
drainage operations. In 1809 8 British army pragtically di un alt “ 
deadly influence of malaria in the marshes of Walchern. pods es ri 
now been drained, and fever is nearly unknown. In the early ve of 
settlement of the Carolinas malarial cats: by peri: an cise 
especially in the belt of rice growing country near the . As 
ied ocldvation increased fevers diminished; but since the abolition of slavery 
after the war of 1861—64, large tracts of land have gone out of cultivation for 
want of labour, drainage has become obstructed, and fevers have. again 0 
common. I have seen large tracts which were once flourishing plantations 
reduced to sodden marsh, in which white men could no longer live. al 
11. These cases seem a sufficient reply to the question of the Hindu 
Patriot of 26th July 1894:—‘‘Is there any one who is prepared to say that the 
connection between obstructed drainage and malaria has been, conclusively 
established yet?” Indeed, the Hindu Patriot itself was for a long time the chief 
exponent of the theory that the one essential cause of malaria was obs 
drainage. In its issue of 19th December 1873, for instance, 1t says :-— 
“ This big drain [in Sibpur] cannot possibly fail to strike if man as being the drain- 
ago channel of the village, carrying the pare: monsoon rainfall over the village throu 
f@ oulvert in the road to its outfall, the Hooghly, by means -of a creek which runs ae Cy) 
southern boundary of the Botanic Gardens. ‘This drain, as already observed, was filled up 
between April and June last, and tho epidemic feyer—true to the law which governs it, as we 
have repeatedly shown in these columns— broke out at the latter end of September following. 
‘We are aware that it is hard for our rulers, learned in the abstruse laws of nature, to swallow 
such a simple cause as this, explaining so important a Jhenomenon, which has for the last 
14 years eluded the grasp of its own scientific officers. But whether our lamentations are 
heard or not, the very expression of them gives relief to our minds, and this is one excuse for 
recurring so often to the subject.” 


12. Several other papers at that time took the same view, which was 
very strongly held by the late Raja Digamber Mitter, ¢.8.1,, and in conse- 
‘quence of their representations a Committee, of which Dr. Lethbridge was 

resident, and Mr. J. Whitfield, c.z., Executive Engineer, Assistant Surgeon 
Amrito Lal Mozamdar, Babu Piari, Mohan Mukerji, and Deputy Collector 
Hem Chandra Kur, members, was appointed. Their instructiotis’ were oo ag 
Government, Sanitation No. 1628, dated 29th May 1877) ‘to examine Sib 
Bally, and Connagar, the places mentioned in Rajah Digambar’s memoran’ 
and ‘seo if they can find from their investigations there where there are any 
grounds for continuing the enquiry.”

19. In the face of this statement it is hard to see how Dr. Lethbridge 
can be cited as a witnness against the present Bill. His opinions have been 
perfectly consistent throughout, and his Committee, while disproving the exist- 
ence of particular alleged obtructions, expressly reserved themselves — 
such use as is now being made of their report, by saying that increased damp- 
ness might be a cause of the fever, and that opinion was in favour of the fact 
that dampness had increased. ‘ 

20. A very excellent illustration of excessive development of fever clearly 
due to obstructed drainage is given in the report of the Sanitary Commissioner, 
Bengal, for 1877, pages 6 and 7:— ; 

“Tho district of Dinajpur has long had an unenyiable reputation for unhealthiness 
caused almost entirely by fever. * * * *: When fifteen out of seventeen adult E 
had to leave the station in a single year, broken by r yer, 
business could hardly be carried on, a Committee was appointed by Government to report on 
the causes of this great unhealthiness and suggest means for improving the station. _ 

_“The investigations of the Committeo brought out the following facts:—A terrible 
amount of constant sickness and a very high death-rate. An examination of nearly 1,000 
individuals shows that 7445 per cent. of the inhabitants of all classes were intebattored 
health, while 53 per cent. had marked enlargement of the spleen. Great pains have been 
bestowed on registration, and the district was declared by Dr. Coates in last year’s Sani- 
tary Report to bo the best registered in Bengal. Deaths of infants often escape regis- 
tration, however, and so far the total deaths registered aro short of the actual mortality, 
It was found, however, that the registered death-rate of the Municipality was 42 per 
1,000, nearly double the death-rate of London, while the police died the rate of 46 
and the prisoners in jail at 74:6 per 1,000 per annum, Th i 
river and o smaller stream, which, after receiving a large part of the town drain falle 
into the former below the town. ‘The river rises in some extensive marshes to the’ north 
and brings down in the rains large quantities of decomposing vegetable débris, The smaller 
stream receives the accumulated washings and much of the sowage of the town.

21, The Committee recommended a number of general sanitary reforms, 
such as improved Pietoabogs better means of disposing of the ead, &c., 
but their main reliance for the improvement of the public health was a new 
drainage scheme by which the river was completely dammed up, and the waters 
of the small stream with the town drainage carried by a new cut seven miles 
lower down the river. The project was put in hand shortly afterwards, and 
was practically completed in 1879. I am informed by Mr. Nolan, Commis- 
sioner of the Division, that the results have been excellent on the whole, and 
that the general health has greatly improved. 


Another most interesting illustration of the effect of obstructed drain 
from the silting up of rivers in producing epidemic fever is given at pages 57 
and 58 of the same report, by Dr. Crombie, of Dacea, but need not be noticed | 
in detail, since the instances already given suffice and the fact is notorious, 


22. To recapitulate briefly, this memorandum claims to prove— 
(1) that malaria is due to a specific cause—the plasmodjum of Laveran; 


(2) that without the presence of the specific cause no insanitary condi- 
tions, poverty or obstructed drainage, can originate malaria ; 


(3) that given its presence all insanitary conditions, poverty, &e., 
make ple more obnoxious to “its attacks by diminishing 
their vital powers of resistance ; 


(4) that a damp and water-logged soil, whether from defective or 
aa ar drainage, forms a most favourable nidus for the 
development and intensification of the germ ; : 


(5) that this can be remedied by drainage ; 


(6) that there is no real difference of opinion among medical men on 
the above points; and 


(7) that the opinions of the medical men and others, who have been 
cited by the opponents of the Bill as witnesses against it, do 
not bear the interpretation put on them, and are mballp ssqpunnants * 
in favour of the Bill, 


23. Ihave limited myself to the main issue, and will only say regarding 
the contention that a good water-supply is much more essential than an 
drainage scheme; that both are most desirable, and that when both are needed, 
but money is only available for one, each case must be decided on its merits, 
In the case of Dinajper, i was emphatically the one thing needful, and 
I might say that in many sodden and water-logged soils' a good water- 
supply is impossible without preliminary drainage,

Iy reply to your docket No. 7241, dated the 20th of August, in which you ask for my 
opinion on the subject of sanitary drainage, I have the honour to offer the following obser- 
vations. ; 

Taking the propositions laid dows in paragraph 22 of your letter to the Government in 
order, I may say that— 

(1) agree that malaria is due to a specific cause, though I am not prepared to accept 
the plasmodium of Laveran or any of the other appearances described by other writers as that 
cause, On the other hand, I do not think that there is sufficient proof that the great mortality 
that occurs in certian districts and in certain years is always the result of malaria. 

(2) I agree that malaria is not the result of poverty, and as evidence of this I would 
instance my own experience in the North Arcot district of Madras in 1877-78, where there 
was an almost incredible degree of poverty, but very little malaria. On the other hand, mala- 
ria is undoubtedly a cause of poverty, by bringing about a condition of chronic ill-health ; and 
poverty in its turn, from whatever cause it may arise, brings about a great increase in the 
mortality, and may have more to do with the excessive mortality in certain years than malaria. 
3 it could be shown that the Drainage Bill is likely to still further impoverish the lower 
strata of the people, nobody would, I f mcgere advocate its adoption. 

(8) About the third proposition T am doubtful, as Ido not think that there is any suffi- 
cient evidence that malarial disease is influenced in any way by ordinary sanitary measures apart 
from those which may be supposed to act directly upon the cause of malaria. Malaria does 
not seem to be a consequence of ordinary filth; on the contrary in dirty places, in cities for 
instance, malaria seems to be rather crowded out, and itis injungles, which, apart from malaria, 
are not insaiitary places, that we find it in its worst forms. In places where malaria is rife 
we do not find that the rich man with his filters and other sanitary precautions has a much 
greater immunity from attack than his poorer brethern, who ean take no particular precautions. 

(4) here is evidence that irrigated land has a high fever mortality, whatever this 
“ fever wortality » may really be,—vide on this point the report of the Sanitary Commissioner 
of the North-Western Provinces for 1887, and also that the mortality from fevers in an 

joular district of the North-Western Provinces varies as a rule directly as the rainfall. 

n the other hand, the Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal was forced to admit in his report 

for 1891 that fever had been unusually prevalent in a year of deficient rainfall, and his expla- 

nation of this apparent paradox has some bearing on the present enquiry, because it raises the 
question whether— 

(5) Drainage might not, undor certain ciroumstances, actually increase the mortality. If 
by drainage we bring about the condition described by him as the result of deficient rainfall, 
it pig do harm instead of good. Supposing that malaria acts rather by impoverishing and 
enfeebling the people and is not so much a direct cause of mortality, and for this view there 
is considerable evidence in what we see every day in our hospitals, then the immediate effect 
of Brainage might be to bring about conditions which would act adversely upon the alreadys 
impoverished and onfeebled people, although eventually it might by checking malaria 
improve the genes health, and so enable a new generation of people to withstand the evil 
effects of both floods and droughts.

Iv is easier for me to embody the few remarks I have to make into the form of a note. 
I think the memorandum puts the medical opinion regarding the views which have been 
advanced against the Savitary Drainage Bill in clear ond concise language which leaves little 
to be desired, In paragraph 7 Surgeon-Colonel Harv carefully explains the differences 
which exist between primary and secondary causes, and shows how the want of carefully dis- 
criminating between these two classes of causes must lead to errors in judgment, I entirely 
conour with the résumé of the relation of the Plasmodium of Laveran and of the Roman 
school to the production of the malarial condition in the individual, as laid down by Surgeon- 
Colonel Harvey in paragraph 8 of his memorandum. I further concur. generally with most 
of the other parts of the memorandum. Regarding the contention of the a oD of the 
Sanitary Drainage Bill that malarial fever is not due to obstructed drainage, but to poverty, 
T entirely disagree, and desire to place upon record the following observation. A  conyersa- 
tion I had with Professor D. D, Cunningham, F.n.s., recalled to my memory my experi- 
ences as a medical officer among the poor in Persia and Turkish Ara Let me take, for 
jnstance, the latter country and its inhabitants. There are perhaps few places in India 
where the people as a whole suffer more from poverty than do the Arabs, who constitute the 
nomad desert tribes. Yet a pretty extensive experience of them from a medical point of 
view has led me to the conclusion that malatia and malarial fevers are almost unknown 
among them. ‘This singular exemption from malaria and its effects cannot be attributed to 
poverty, because to those who know the Arabs that mythical cause is only too plainly present 
among them. (Many of the Arab tribes exist for weeks and weeks on eoiie Ua dates 
and water.) Secondly, it cannot he said to be owing to a pure water-supply, for the people 
take water with them for drinking pu from each town or village, large or small, through 
which they may. haps to pass in the course of their wandering, in many of these 
planes the water is polluted and cougars toadegree. ‘I'o what, then, is such immunity due? 
believe it is due to the fact that the Arabs are not subjected to the effects of bad drainage, 
that they do not inhabit water-logged tracts of . Tho desert in which they live is 
dry, the soil porous and so sparsely populated that drainage is nyniiine: Das sine Dae 
This immunity from the poisonous effects of malaria, however, in the caso of Arab | 
not due to any individual peculiarity; for when any of the tribes come Pi dip ity of 
Bagdad, and take up their residence in spots, the drainage of which is notoriously bad, 
suffer from malarial fever in the same way as everyone else. My belief is that it the 
absence of proper drainage, not the presence of poverty, which is the great cause of 
fever. “But I do not for one moment deny that poverty may act as a predisposing cause 
the same manner in which anything that lowers vitality, and therefore lessens the resisting 
ere of the individual, will act as a predisposing cause to malaria and,many othgy diseases. 
he statement or belief tha! poverty per se can create malaria is illogical in the extreme, for 
all scientific research goes far towards proving the cause of malaria to be a specific gorm, 






‘this fact. In conclusipn I may to the unhealthy condition 

of this province, which I recently made the subject of a report to you. 
“ Barasat is notoriously unhealthy, and during the sor Phieage fever and dysentery almost 
scons gl the population. The hi coitinw J ae oe is perhaps wre interest- 
ng. Je cai rt Some ea ials and landed native gentry lived in Barasat, 
ant the health of the place was in those times good. I am informed its unhealthiness 

from the time that two large ditches or canal drains, which ran through Barasat, almost due 
north and south; were allowed to silt upand to become blocked. It is stated at the time when 
Barasat was healthy these drains were carefully kept patent, but that on the departure of the 
vario ials no further care was exercised ing them, and they became blocked. This 
defective drainage is believed to be the cause of the present unhealthy condition of Barasat, 
which has now become so notorious that no natives, 00 those who are compelled to live 
there, will stay in the place.” If it was desirable I could quote other equally well-known 
instances where obstruction to the drainage of land has been followed by marked deteriora- 
tion in the health of its inhabitants from the prevalence of malarial fever. In rural tracts 
in this province, where, owing to the large extent of country inhabited by great numbers of 
people, scattered over it in gee and collection of villages, it is probably quite impossible 
to provide them with water rendered pure by large and expensive systems of water-works. 
The majority of such people in the rural areas derive their supply of drinking water from 
wells and rivulets. In these cases bad and indifferent drainage means the contamination of 
such water, and it must be clear to all it the drainage of the land is improved, the result 
will be a purer water-supply for the consumption of the inhabitants. Thus it appears to me 
to be merely begging the question to assert, as has been done, that the outbursts of malarial 
fever in places such as Barasat are to be attributed to a polluted water-supply. Of the two 
insanitary factors impure water-supply and bad drainage, the first undoubtedly owes its 
existence to the second. It is in fact an instance of cause and result, and if by improving the 
drainage of a district, where the drinking water is largely derived from wells, we render that ~ 
water purer and thus prevent it being the means of conveying the poison of malaria into the 
systems of those who drink it, it is, I take it, most certainly our duty to attack the bad drain- 
age as the fons et origo mali,

Iuave the honour to state, in answer to your memorandum No. 7243, dated 20th 
August, forwarding a YP of yours to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, 
Municipal Department, that I entirely concur with the opinions you express on the wtiology of 
malarial fevers. Moreover, I think that your exposition of the subject is now-a-days in 
accordance with the views held by nearly all medical men, both in this country and 
elsewhere. I do’not think that any scientist would seriously state that poverty is the primary 
cause of malarial fevers. While fully believing that malarial fevers are due to a specific cause, 
I do not think that the researches referred to in your paper establish beyond all doubt that 
the Plasmodium of Laveran is the etiological factor. Just in the same way as the specific 
case has not, in my opinion, been exactly demonstrated, so too I do not think we know all 
the exact conditions of soil which are essential for the development of the organism or 
organisms. No doubt a damp and water-logged condition of the soil seems to be the most 
common feature of soils where malarial fevers most prevail; but malarial fevers also prevail 
in connection with soils in which the conditions are the very reverse of the above, viz. in 
chalky and granite soils that are dry and well drained. While recognising these difficulties, 
I think that the effect of drainage and cultivation in reducing the prevalence of malarial 
fevers is admittedly well marked, and we are therefore bound to advocate the drainage and 
viet of all lands, with a view to removing one of the most important secondary causes 
of malaria.

'. Wrrn reference to your No. 7239, I have the honour to express my full conourrence 
vith the remarks in your letter, dated 17th August 1894, to the tary to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, Municipal Department. When writing about the heavy mortality from 
fevers in Purnea district I adduced poverty not asa cause of malarial fevers, but as conduc- 
ing to a ony Camara from them. t still do not consider that’Laveran’s plasmodium 
ea nin has definitely proved to be the cause of malarial fevers. As the specific 
cause of-a definite disease it seems to me to be in much the same position as one acquitted 
with a verdict of “not proven.” But this has no bearing on the qaestion of drainage 
and its. effects on malarial diseases. In the light of history and, of observation it is 
\ that drainage has a beneficial effect on malarial areas. Whilst I was at Purnea 
would haye bsen premature to offer an opinion, but I am much mistaken if the branch 
line from Katihar station, Ass¢m-Bihar State Railway, to Kishanganj, bounded as it is, 
will not tend to water-log the Kishanganj subdivision aud so increase malarial fevers there.

regard memorandum in conaection with the Drainage Bill and the request 
PO pont state cain thereon, I have the honour to inform you that I am not in a 
position to give an opinion. As far as I am able to judge the utility or otherwise 
of a Drai Bill for Bengal, I have seen no neeshalling facts — that such a 
Bill is ahacauay necessary. I.am inclined to think that investigation in the form of a 
Commission is first needed to ascertain whether the deaths which are attributed to, fevers 
all over Bengal are in reality due to fever. With the present method of collecting death 
statistics and classification of the causes of death, it is quite impossible to have anything 
else than an appalling number of deaths attributed to fever because there is no other he 
under which they can well be placed. But this in no way proves that the people of Ben 
are dying from a disease which will be remedied by costly drainages. To my mind rr 
is needed, and after that people will be in a position to say whether a Drainage Bill of the 
character proposed is necessary, and if necessary, in what districts.

Note on Malarial fever in Walcheren and in America (see paragraph 10). 


« Hlorranp is still the most malarious region of Northern Europe ; although, from the 
rogress of drainage and cultivation, improvements in the water-supply and in the dwel- 

fin of the middle and lower classes, and the general advance in social well-being, the 
health of the population has improved immensely during the present century” Q; 146), * 


« The nature of the causes of the disease may be inferred from the measures that have 
been found to improve the health of the country. Let us take asan example the town of 
Middleburg, the capital of Zeeland, situated in Walcheren. Herea steady diminution in the 
fever mortality has been going on throughout this century. Dr. de Man has constructed a 
table from the death registers of the Municipality, showing the number of deaths from 
various diseases for the ninety years 1792—1881. I extract the figures relating to imtermit- 
tent fevers during that period :—

Tue following Rules and Orders passed by the High Court of Judicature 
at Fort William in Bengal are republished for general information,

Ir is ordered that the following Rules be read and passed as Rules of the High Court of 

Judicature at Kort William in Bengal, to take effect from the 12th day of August 1895 :-— 

“1, From and after the 12th day of August 1895, three General Cause Lists shall be 
kept in the Registrar’s Office, to be called respectively “General List of Causes,” “ General 
List of Suits for Liquidated Claims,” and “ General List of Commercial Causes.” 

2, Every suit which is a commercial cause, that is to say, in which the claim arises 
out of the ordinary transactions of merchants and traders—amongst others, those relating 
to the construction of mercantile documents, exports or imports of merchandise, affreight- 
ment, insurance, banking and mercantile agency and mercantile usage—shall be entered 
in the General List of Commercial Causes. 

8. On and after the 12th day of August 1895, when a plaint is presented, the Judge 
shall, on the application to that effect of the plaintiff, unless he be of opinion, on reading the 
plaint, that the suit does not properly belong to the class of commercial causes, as described 
in rule 2, direct that the suit shall be placed in the General List of Commercial Causes. 
When no such application is made, it shall be for the Judge, when a plaint is presented, to 
determine whether the case shall as a commercial cause be placed in such list. 

4, ither party may apply, by summons, to the Judge in Chambers that any .case 
entered in the General List. of Causes, whether before or after the 12th day of August 
1895, may be transferred to the General List of Commercial Causes. 

5. Bither party may apply, by summons, to the Judge in Chambers, that any case 
entered in the General List of Commercial Causes may be transferred to the General List of 
Causes, on the ground only that the case is not a commercial cause ; provided that the 
plaintiff shall not be entitled fo apply under this rule for the transfer of a case from the 
General List of Commercial Causes if such case was entered therein on his application, 

6. Whenever two or more Courts shall sit concurrently in the exercise of Ordi 
Original Civil Jurisdiction, two or, if there be three Courts, three peremptory lists of defended 
causes shall be prepared for every working day, and, unless otherwise ordered, one or, if 
there be three Courts, two of such lists shall be supplied with cases from the General List of 
Causes, and the other with cases from the General List of Suits for Liquidated Claims, and 
from the General List of Commercial Causes, aud also, wheu necessary, from the General List 
of Causes. 

7, When only one Court shall sit in the exercise of Ordinary Original Civil Jurisdic- 
tion, one peremptory list of defended causes shall be prepared for every working day, and 
shail be supplied on such day or days of each week as such J udge may order, first. with cases 
from the General List of Suits for Liquidated Claims, next from the General List of Com- 
mercial Causes, and next with cases from the General List of Causes, 

8, All applications in Chambers and all motions in cases placed in the General List- of 
Commercial Causes will be heard by the Judges in whose list suits for liquidated claims and 
commercial causes shall for the time being be set down. 

9. Tho Rules of the Court tor regulating its procedure ov the Original Side are hereby 
confirmed, except so fay as they are incousisteut with these rules.
